‘The democratic Mr. Rainey of Illinois indulged himself in an 
excess of grief and dread at the prospect that when congress meets 
in regular session, an attempt will be made by the republicans to ef- 
fect the tax reform based on the famous Mellon plan. In this fear 
Mr. Rainey has plenty of reason. Nothing but the Mellon tax plan 
is in the minds of republicans and of the people. 

In the great Literary Digest investiga- 
aon into public sentiment, the Mellon plan overleaped sectional lines 
ahd won favor both in the industrial and republican east and in all 
other parts of the country. Even the solidly democratic south went 
for it. 

We do not admire Mr. Rainey’s attitude. He is so fearful that 
the republican congress will inaugurate a reform that will meet the 
approval of the people, that he descends to the methods of the rab 
ble rouser. He doesn’t explain. He states half truths. He in- 
tentionally holds back information necessary to a just judgment of 
the republican plans. 

It is true that Secretary Mellon is again urging tax reform. But 
he is not alone, President Coolidge urges it. The president said in 
his inauguration address that trie economy is the most practical 
idealism. He said he wanted to save not dollars but people. He 
said he wanted to reduce taxes, both direct and indirect so that the 
lives. of the poor people might be less meager. He referred both 
to the taxes all pay directly to the various collecting agencies, and 
to those we pay every time we buy a pound of round steak or a 
yard of cotton cloth.
